Ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs for 
Spain T ak es an Optimistic View 
of the Spanish-American Difficul­ 
ties—Other Foreign News Sent 
Over The Cable. 


FILLEY-KERENS ROW 
SA CYCLONE SWEPT 


Madrid, Spain, May 13.—Senor Moret, 
formerly liberal minister of foreign af­ 
fairs, said today: 
“I don’t believe now that the Com­ 
petitor case is likely to lead to an un­ 
pleasant tension in the relations of the 
United States, as months must elapse 
before a new trial can be had. 
The 
American government raised its objec-. 
tions under the treaty of 1795, made 
when we still possessed Florida, and 
which ought to have been formally ab­ 
rogated, since it hardly applies to oui 
insular position in Cuba. America in­ 
vokes the protocol of 1877 also, which 
our parliament never ratified, so that 
I ignored its existence, though I held 
office several times as minister of state 
This protocol is an absolute contradic 
tion with our civil and military codes 
I doubt if our tribunals in the penin­ 
sula could recoznize it. The incident 
might have been avoided in several 
ways—first, by hanging the pirates at 
the yard-arm, as all other nations have 
done. This could be done by interna­ 
tional law if the execution were done 
on the spot by summary court-martial 
on deck, the pirate being caught in 
flagrante delictu. Secondly, by sending 
the case to an ordinary court-martial 
with the assistance of counsel and the 
right of appeal to the Spanish supreme 
courts, in which case the American gov­ 
ernment itself signified officially that 
it would not object to the application of 
the laws of Spain to foreign citizens. 
“Such incidents are regrettable chief­ 
ly because they give Americans a pre­ 
text to interfere, and our anti-monar­ 
chical opposition to create agitation 
“I believe President Cleveland has 
quite justified the confidence we have 
shown in his serious character, sense 
of justice, and friendly disposition. He 
has to act cautiously and warily in or­ 
der not to awaken American popular 
j^eling. 
“I consider the declarations made in 
the royal speech yesterday important, 
as I must believe Canovas sincere, and 
that he means to carry out some (lay 
the reform policy he announces when 
he asks parliament for full powers 
and says the reforms voted in 1895 
are no longer sufficient to please the 
colonial parties or to meet the new re 
quirements of the situation. I consider 
the royal speech chiefly calculated to 
produce a good effect abroad and in 
America and Cuba, and that Canovas 
must intend to grant local councils to 
both islands with legislative autonomy, 
otherwise his promises of administra­ 
tive and economic autonomy would be 
meaningless.” 
The ministerial press has so clearly 
expressed this novel aspect of the af­ 
fair and has so plainly insisted upon 
the friendly way in which the American 
government insisted on the execution 
of the treaties, without challenging the 
right of Spain to chastise foreign of­ 
fenders by her ordinary courts of jus­ 
tice, that the excitement has subsided 
despite the efforts of the jingo press. 


L an gley 
P er fe cts 
F ly in g M achine. 
Washington, D. C., May 13.—The first 
public statement regarding the flying 
machine experiments conducted by 
Professor Samuel P. Langley, the sec­ 
retary of the Smithsonian Institution, 
for some months past were made Tues­ 
day with the authority of Professor 
Langley. 
' 
Professor Alexander Graham Bell, 
the inventor, reports on Professor 
Langley’s machine as follows: 
“On last Wednesday, May 6, I wit­ 
nessed a very remarkable experiment 
with Professor Langley’s aerodrome on 
the Potomac river. 
“The aerodrome, or ‘flying machine,’ 
in question was o>f steel, driven by a 
steam engine. It resembled an enor­ 
mous bird, soaring in the air with ex­ 
treme regularity 
in 
large curves, 
sweeping steadily upward in a spiral 
path, the spirals with a diameter of 
perhaps IOO yards, until it reached a 
height of about IOO feet in the air at 
the end of a course of about half a mile, 
when the steam gave out, the propel­ 
lers which had moved it stopped, and 
then, to my further surprise, the whole, 
instead of tumbling down, settled as 
slowly and gracefully as it is possible 
for any bird to do, touched the water 
without any damage, and was picked 
out immediately and ready to be tried 
again. 
A second trial was like the first, ex­ 
cept that the machine went in a differ­ 
ent direction, moving in one continuous 
gentle ascent as it swung around in cir­ 
cles like a great soaring bird.” 
Prof. Langley says: 
“The aerodrome, or flying machine, 
has no gas to lift it as in the case of a 
balloon, but on the contrary is about 
1,000 times heavier, bulk for bulk, than 
the air on which it is made to run and 
which sustains it somewhat in the way 
in which thin ice supports a 
swift 
skater. 
The power is derived from a steam 
engine through the means of propellers, 
but owing to the scale on which the 
actual aerodrome is built, there has 
been no condensing apparatus to use 
the water over and over. 
“Enough can be carried for only a 
very brief flight, a difficulty which does 
not belong to larger machines than the 
present examples in which the support­ 
ing surfaces are but about fourteen feet 
from tip to tip. 
“The distance flown each time was 
about one-half mile. The rate of speed 
depends (as is the case of any vehicle 
on land) on whether it is going on a 
level or up hill.”

Santa M onica 
H arbor 
Q u estion 
to B e 
D ecid ed by a S p ecial C om m ission. 
Washington, May 13.—The animated 
contest which has proceeded for the 
last four days in the senate over a deep- 
water harbor on the southern coast of 
California was brought to a close Tues­ 
day by a compromise between the con­ 
flicting interests. The issue has been 
between the points of Santa Monica, 
the terminus of the Southern Pacific, 
and San Pedro, the locality urged by 
the California senators. Senator Frye, 
chairman of the commerce committee, 
finally harmonized the differences by 
referring the question as between Santa 
Monica and San Pedro to a commission 
to consist of three civil engineers, a 
naval officer and an officer of the coast 
survey. The compromise was accepted 
by the California senators and was 
unanimously passed. 
When incidental reference was made 
during the discussion to the fact that 
the people of Los Angeles did not want 
the harbor at Santa Monica, Mr. Frye 
said he did not care what the people 
of Los Angeles wanted. They did not 
know what they wanted. 


T hinks I t M innie W illia m s’ Skull.

St. Joseph, Mo., May 13.—Extreme 
turbulence characterized the opening 
of the Missouri State Republican con­ 
vention Tuesday morning. For an 
hour or more a riot was imminent. 
During the crush in front of the theater 
when the opening hour had arrived 
men were knocked down and the police 
were forced to handle obstreperous in­ 
dividuals in a rather forcible manner. 
As the hours passed the multitude be­ 
came 
desperate and additions were 
made to the police detail. Gradually, 
as the crowd increased in size, curses 
reeked the air, and the scene was one 
of the wildest confusion. 
After a delay of three hours Chair­ 
man Filley appeared on the stage and 
called the convention to order. After 
the reading of the call prayer was offer­ 
ed 
and 
Mayor Vories welcomed the 
delegates to the city. The building was 
packed to the door, but the delegates 
seemed to have forgotten their wrath 
and aside from a few bruised heads 
and black eyes, where delegates had 
been struck with policemen’s clubs in 
the row, there were no evidences of 
what had for a time threatened to end 
rn a fierce riot. 
When the committee on 
platform 
made its report the following resolu­ 
tions were presented and adopted with 
a hurrah: 
“We demand a return to the sound re 
publican policy of protection and reci­ 
procity. 
Under the doctrine of reci­ 
procity as advocated by Blaine and en 
forced by Harrison’s 
administration 
our export trade was vastly Increased 
and new and enlarged markets were 
opened to our farm products. 
The re­ 
peal of the law by the democratic con­ 
gress has closed the markets of many 
foreign countries to a large portion of 
American products. 
“We are firm and emphatic in our 
demand for honest money. We believe 
that our money should not be inferior 
to the money of the most enlightened 
nations of the earth. 
We are unalter­ 
ably opposed to 
any 
scheme 
that 
threatens to debase or depreciate our 
currency. 
We favor the use of silver 
as currency, but to the extent only and 
under such regulations that its parity 
with the present gold standard can be 
maintained, and in consequence we are 
opposed to the free, unlimited, and in­ 
dependent coinage of silver at a ratio 
of 16 to I. 
‘We recognize the Hon. William Mc­ 
Kinley as the champion of the doctrine 
of protection, a gallant soldier, an able 
statesman and a true and loyal Ameri 
can, and the delegates elected by this 
convention are directed to cast their 
votes for the nomination of William 
McKinley for president of the United 
States.” 
Filley was elected chairman of the 
state committee and delegate to the na­ 
tional convention at St. Louis. 


N ot a B r itish C itizen. 
London, May 13.—The under-secre­ 
tary of state for foreign affairs, Mr. 
George N. Curzon, in the house of com­ 
mons, answering a question regarding 
the nationality of the men captured on

the 
American 
filibustering 
schooner Competitor, said that among 
the prisoners was a man named Wil­ 
liam Hilby (probably the man referred 
to in the Havana dispatches as Gildea), 
who was born under the British flag 
but who had, according to dispatches 
received from the British 
consul at 
Havana, lost his British nationality by 
becoming a naturalized citizen of the 
United States. 


A n ti-N egro S ociety F orm ed, 
Arcola, 111., May 13.—An anti-negro 
or black-cap club, is said to have been 
formed here. Its object is to put a stop 
to the colored people becoming resi 
dents of ‘the city or permitting strag 
glers from remaining any length of 
time within the limits. Arcola is now 
without a colored inhabitant. 


Lincoln, Neb., May 13.—A 
cyclone pounced upon this city Tuesday 
evening, and, after the disturbance, it 
was found that scarcely a building in 
the capital city of this state had come 
out of the struggle undamaged. While 
the ruin, in some instances, was com­ 
plete, it varied in others from the loss 
of roofs to the demolition of chimneys. 
No loss of life has yet been reported, 
but the number of persons injured is 
large. 
The “twister” scooped down 
upon the city at 4:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon and in a short time the work 
of destruction had been done. Among 
the larger buildings that suffered were 
the Hotel Ideal and the structures of the 
State University. 
The buildings at; 
Lincoln Park, where races were about! 
to be held, presented a sad scene of I 
desolation, and much money will be J 
necessary to restore them. A. S. Wood­ 
ward was crushed 
under a falling 
church, and had a leg broken. 
It is 
not thought the crop damage will bt 
great. 
The severely injured are: 
J. L. Workman, head cut by flying 
debris; A. L. Woodry, in a collapsing 
building; Mrs. J. B. Abbott, caught be­ 
neath a horse; 
Henry Meyer, J. T. 
Thorpe. 
The storm raged with unabated vio­ 
lence twenty-five minutes. 
During 
this period rain fell as from a cloud­ 
burst, accompanied by hail. 
The pre­ 
vailing drift of the wind was from the 
southwest, but at times it seemed to 
form in edies between the business 
blocks and was accompanied by cy­ 
clonic features. 
buildings were un­ 
roofed and torn down, cornices were 
swept from roofs into the streets, and 
the residence portion of the city was 
nearly denuded of trees. 
The greatest 
damage wasat the State Hospital for the 
Insane, where many of the larger build­ 
ings were unroofed. 
The damage will 
be heavy. 
In the city it probably will 
reach $40,000 and may be much heavier, 
as the suburban districts are yet cut off 
from communication. At the state asy­ 
lum iron supports weighing 300 pounds 
were 
blown 
several 
hundred 
feet. 
There is scarcely a street in the town 
that is not strewn with large branches 
and whole trunks of trees unrooted by 
the storm. 
The damage to the Kelly 
block will be about $2,000. The Bo­ 
hemian Catholic church, a brick struc­ 
ture at the corner of Second and E 
streets, was destroyed. 
The loss is 
$4,500.

Cairo, 111., May 13.—The opening ex­ 
ercises of the Grand Army encamp­ 
ment began Tuesday when the grand 
procession started 
from the opera 
house in Commercial avenue, passing 
through a great triumphal arch. Fewer 
that 500 veterans were in line. 
The 
thermometer was nearly IOO degrees 
in the shade. The avenue was decorat­ 
ed with patriotic colors and portraits 
of Lincoln, Grant and Logan, and 20,- 
000 persons, many of them ex-confed- 
terrible erates from Missouri and 
Kentucky, 
lined the sides of the street and cheered 
the veterans. 
Capt. J. H. Robinson was grand mar­ 
shal and had for his aids Prof. C. Clen- 
denen, Capt. T. C. Watkins and Col. 
Louis Krughoff. Then came the Egypt­ 
ian band of Cobden and Stephenson 
Post, of Springfield, the largest in the 
encampment. There were three com­ 
panies of militia in the parade, two 
from Belleville and Carbondale, com­ 
manded by Capts. Rogers and Wil­ 
liams; and one from Wycliffe, 
Ky., 
commanded by Capt. Roth rock. 
The 
battalion was led by Maj. S. A. D. Mc­ 
Williams, of the 
Illinois National 
Guard, who also had a company of 
high school cadets of one week’s train­ 
ing in line. 
The distinguished guests in the car­ 
riages included Commodore Walker, of 
Indianapolis, Department Commander 
Powell, of Belleville, and Gen. John A. 
McClernand, of Springfield. After the 
parade the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company furnished the veterans a train 
of twelve coaches and carried them 
over into Kentucky to look at the spot 
where Fort Holt once stood. It is be­ 
ing plowed for corn.

Elkhorn, Neb., May 13.—A cyclone 
swept this region Tuesday. 
A funnel- 
shaped cloud shot down from the storm ! 
center and a general stampede of citi­ 
zens for cellars and caves ensued. 
At 
the school house the children fled pan- 
Ic-striken to the furnace room, and 
several of them 
were hurt. 
The 
cyclone struck the ground north of the 
town. Its course was northwest. The 
path of the storm was from 200 to 300 
yards wide, and everything in this path 
was razed to the ground, including 
several houses. Large trees along the 
highway adjacent were torn and twisted 
out of the ground. Carl Johnson, a 
farmer, was caught in the “twister.” 
He had a team attached to a wagon. 
He endeavored to skirt the storm by 
driving in a meadow to the westward, 
but before he could lash his horses out 
of the path of the rapidly approaching 
hurricane he w’as caught, and man, 
horses and wagon wfere sent through 
space, together with fences, hoards, 
posts, wire and other debris. Johnson’s 
clothes were torn from hi3 back, and 
he received several injuries. At times 
tne wind would raise him high in the 
air and drop him back to the earth, 
only to catch him up again, and finally, 
when the storm passed over him, he 
was 150 yards or more from where the 
storm first struck him. The wagon was 
completely demolished.

Resent* 
Curiosity Is Apparent and Also 
ment at Restraint. 
The Rev. Dr. Charles J. Adams, in a 
recent letter, incidentally relates the 
following: 
“That man is more discontented with 
things as they are—that man has more 
imagination—than the lower animals, 
I do not for a moment question. But 
that the lower animal has both reason 
and Imagination, in common with man, 
is as unquestionably true as that the 
sun shines. 
But the question is now 
the one of curiosity and 
discontent 
Cows rebel against restraint. An Iowa 
gentleman told me his father, wanting 
the cows in his farmyard to eat clover 
hay, they would not do so because they 
preferred timothy hay. A brother farm­ 
er advised him to in some way have the 
cows approach the clover hay, striking 
them over 
the snouts 
with a fork 
handle. He did so, and the result was 
that they ate all the clover hay and 
wanted more. Here was a clear case 
of rebellion against restraint or prohi­ 
bition. 
Another farmer told me that 
he 
built a fence about a haystack, placing 
the rails upon posts a couple of feet 
high. Against that fence the cattle re­ 
belled so emphatically that they stuck 
their heads under the fence and licked 
up the old broken and soiled straws 
on the outside, over which they had 
walked before, and which they could 
not have been induced to touch had it 
not been for the fence. The fence was 
an appetizer to the cattle, just as the 
limitations of knowledge are appetizers 
£o man. 
And in one case as in the 
other the appetite was not physical. 
W hat the cattle wanted was liberty. 
The appetite was not of the body but 
of the soul. I received from Pittsburg 
the story of a spider that decorates its 
web, as it weave* ft, with bits of log­ 
wood* which it talme from a box—with 
no other possible purpose in mind than 
that of 
decorttifcsa 
Another 
spider 
weaves a web wMb bread walls on it— 
made by placing the 
threads 
more 
closely than they are placed elsewhere 
in the web. For what purpose? Simply 
for the purpose of decoration, or that 
it may have a place of outing or prome 
nade; for another web is woven for tim 
purpose of catching food. That spider 
had an imagination. It was not satis­ 
fied with ordinary things. 
It wanted 
something extraordinary. Ask the man 
who has hunted antelope on the prairies 
and he will tell you that he raises a 
flag and depends on the antelope’s cur! 
osity bringing it within range of his 
balL Around the flag that the hunter 
raises the antelope moves in ever-de­ 
creasing circles till the report cornea 
that is prophetic of its death.”

I H E 
UNIFORM 
B A N K R U P T C Y L A W . 
Business men are deeply concerned 
in the national bankruptcy law which 
passed the house and has gone to the 
senate. 
It is in substance the Torrey 
bill, which has been before congress 
for many years, backed by the indorse­ 
ment cf boards of trade and other 
commercial organizations in all parts 
of the country. 
There are provisions 
in it for both voluntary and involun­ 
tary bankruptcy, which is to say th at 
its purpose is to protect the rights 
and 
promote the interests of both 
debtors 
and 
creditors. 
Generally 
speakiug, 
it 
confines 
involun­ 
tary bankruptcy to the cases of debt­ 
ors who 
undertake 
to 
perpetrate 
frauds by the secretion or transfer of 
theii property, or by preferences that 
are manifestly inequitable and im­ 
proper. 
It is required in such cases 
that the petition filed shall be signed 
by not less than three creditors whose 
claims aggreflate 8500 or 
more and 
that they shall give a bond conditioned 
for the payment to the respondent of 
all expenses, costs and counsel fees 
allowed by the court, thus preventing 
the absorption of estates by exorbit­ 
ant charges, and insuring the best 
possible return to all of the creditors. 
Three clashes are exempted from 
the 
involuntary 
provisions 
of 
the 
bill—national 
banks, 
farm­ 
ers 
and 
wagc-earners; 
but 
any person who is a debtor 
may 
become a voluntary, bankrupt, aud se­ 
cure a discharge from his obligations 
by surrendering all of his property. 
All assignments 
under 
state laws 
are 
superseded 
by 
making such 
an aEiignmeit for the benefit of cred­ 
itors an act ex bankruptcy. 
The in­ 
voluntary 
feature of the 
bill was 
strongly resisted in the house, and 
w ill probably encounter resolute oppo­ 
sition in the senate, but it is a neces­ 
sary part of any fair and just scheme 
of bankruptcy legislation, aud the ex­ 
ceptions made by tkis bill are cer­ 
tainly sufficient to remove all reason­ 
able objection to that relation. 
It is 
not to be doubted that a bankruptcy 
law is needed in this country. 
The 
lack of it is a serious drawback to bus­ 
iness men who have unfortunately be­ 
come involved beyond the hope of ex­ 
trication by ordinary means, and tie 
creditor gains nothing by keeping a 
debtor 
in 
that helpless condition. 
The bill passed by the house may net 
be the best that could be framed, but 
it- appears to be reasonably consider­ 
ate and judicious, and the senate will 
do well to act favorably upon it as 
Boon as possible, in the interest of 
debtors who cannot fred themselves 
from their burdens in any other way, 
and of creditors who might thus realize 
something where they are now unable 
to secure any adjustment of their 
claims.

Too often th e m an w ho has done 
an o th er a w rong h ates him for th a t 
very reason, stra n g e as it m ay seem, 
and th a t w as th e condition of m ind 
th a t Selden had now reached. 
M eantim e, Jerm y n , advised by m en 
w ho had k n o w n Selden for years, hid 
him self and w aited from day to day, 
hoping a g ain st hope th a t a change 
m ig h t come.
